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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 6/29/07, with respect to claims 2- 
10,12-17,21-24,30-32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections 
using Curatola as the primary reference of claims 2-10,12-17,21-24,30-32 have been 
withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-29 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Boling, US Pub. No. 2006/0003899, previously used in view of Lauper, US 7,058,385, 
recently discovered. 

Regarding claims 25-29, Boling discloses a computing device (and handheld 
computing device) comprising: 

a processor supported by the housing (page 4 [0044] and see Fig. 6); 

a wireless telephony device coupled to the processor (page 1 [0012 and see Fig. 

6); 

at least one input key; wherein the computing device is configured to effectuate a 
predetermined communications connection with an emergency service when a user 
depresses a single input key for a predetermined period of time (reads on any instant in 
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time) (and wherein communications are effectuated when the state of any software 
operating on the device) is powered on and off (and a non-communications mode or a 
communications mode) (see page 1 [0013] and page 2 [0027]). 

Boling fails to explicitly disclose a display having a graphical user interface 
coupled to the processor. 

However, Lauper discloses a control element for quickly generating an 
emergency call message, wherein the control element could be a button or a graphical 
user interface element displayed on a screen of a terminal (e.g., an icon or menu 
title)(col. 2,lines 44-58). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinal skill in 
the art to modify Boling to include a graphical user interface coupled to the processor 
since Boling is a cellular phone, for the purpose of allowing the user interface to quickly 
generate an emergency call message using a graphical user interface, as suggested by 
Lauper. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-10,12-17,21-24,30-32 are allowed.
